Yesterday's action at Hooge 
wana really good success, with 
alight casualties to ourselves, 
heavy damage to the enemy, snd

only given us back what we want- 
edofour old line, but hasstrength- 
ened it by an advanced position 
on the left. ; 

The Staff must be given credit 
for the skilful preparation of this 
blow, which has redeemed the 
loss inflicted upon our troops on 
July 30, but the honour belongs 
most, of cours’, to those gallant 
men who were given the daty of 
taking the trenches. 

: They were helped enormously, 
as usual, by our artillery, whioh 
did the preliminary work, smash- 
ing the enemy's defences by s 
concentrated fire of terrific inten- 
sity. Many Germans died under 


‘this storm of shells, which burat 


continuously over their earth- 
prorks, but what will hort their 

nerale’ pride more than this 
2 of life-they seem to be

ends, and even with their fists, 
until after 6 few minutes 
no German was left alive there 
unless he flavg up his’ hands. 
There wero sbout 160 of them 
who escaped as prisoners of war, 
For the rest of the day the 
enemy tried to prevent our posi- 
tion from being consolidated by 
flinging out a vast quantity of 
shells, which were answered by 
our own guns, so that for miles 
hae the = 7 oe by 
this great racket of explosions 
massed artillery, — = 
Part: of the captured trenches 
wasso battered arto be untenable, 
and our line was established 
somewhat in rear of this area of 
death. But wo held all the ground 
we had set out to take, and so far 
the enemy has not really dared to 
make a counter-attack with his 
infantry.
